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PREFACE. 



This little Work consists of extracts from a larger work of the 
Author's in MSS. It is the result of much labour and successful 
practice in teaching. Various systems for the recollection of dates 
were previously tried by the Author without effect. 

It is proposed to use ten suggestive prefixes, and to apply them 
like other prefixes in the language. Let them be regarded as 
syllables, suggesting by their sounds, the numbers for which they 
stand. These prefixes are to be used in connection with the name 
to which the date belongs. 

The prefix, and the name, or part of it, are pronounced as a 
word in connection with another word, which is selected as most 
suited to indicate some fact historically or closely connected with 
the name. The number of letters in the name, or part of the name, 
gives the tens — the number of letters in the word indicating the fact 
gives the unit^. 

The sufiixes in Dr. Grey*s ** Memoria Technica," consist of 
letters merely representative. The prefixes of the Author are 
sounds organically suggestive. The method is new, and must be 
left to its own merits. Trusting to the Educator's patience to test 
the practical value of the system, the Author has no fear for the 
result. The mere reader can form but a faint idea of the extent to 
which the system can be applied.

EXPLANATORY NOTES. 

\st Example. A single prefix always suggests the hundreds, and is 
pronounced with the principal name in connection with the fact; the 
number of letters in the name, or part of the name (vide fith Ex.), gives 
the tens; the number of letters in the word for the fact'H gives the units. 
The word rashness might be used for daughter with equal effect, as the 
number of letters is the same in each word. For the thousands, vide p. 6. 

2nd and Mh Examples. Two prefixes always suggest the hundreds 
and the tens. This double prefix is pronounced with tiie principal word, 
when that word is unsuited for the tens. The number of letters in 
SLAVERY and ahaziah indicate the units of the date. 

Srd Example. Three prefixes always suggest the hundreds, the tens, 
and the units, and are pronounced wiui the principal word of the event, 
when that word is not suited either for the tens or units. 

The first example contains the usual method ; the second and fourth 
are less neat but equally effective ; the third method is made to include 
all dates not reduceable to the first two. In reading History, the teacher 
might help his pupil to pronoimce with each name a suggestive prefix 
ini&cating the century connected with the name. In reading about 
Leonidas, he might say, fo-Leonidas, the FO indicating four in connec- 
tion with Leonidas.
